WASHINGTON, July 8 (?—aAn intent, inquisitive Su- 
preme Court took up today the famed case of GI William 


S. Girard. It heard conflictin 


proper use of a “sovereign executive right” of government. 


The sedate, marble, red-tapes-' 
tried Supreme Court chamber wit-| 
nessed, too, a verbal collision 
seldom equaled in sharpness and 
biting phrases before this tribunal.’ 

Involved in that were Justice 
Frankfurter and Joseph F. Robin- 
son, one of the lawyers represent- 
ing the 2l-year-old Ottawa, IIL., 
soldier whom the gomernment has 
ordered handed over to Japan for 
trial on charges of killing a Japa- 
nese woman. 

At one point, Frankfurter ques- 
tioned whether tobinson was 
showing discourtesy to the Presi- 
dent of .the United States and told 
him: “You can be courteous in 
arguing even a serious question.”’ 

It was Robinson who said the 
disputed decision to deliver Gi-| 
rard to the Japanese for trial “‘is 
wrong” and a “‘sellout” that strips 
away constitutional rights. 

It was J. Lee Rankin, U. 
solicitor general, who said the de- 
cision, in which President Ejisen- 
hower concurred, was a sovereign 
exercise or mght, used in the best 
interests of the nation. 

‘The government,” Rankin 
said, .‘‘doesn't have any right to 
keep Japan from _ prosecuting 
someone for an’ offense committed 
within their country. because 
there is no immunity from their 
laws.” | 

The only way this immunity can 
be modified, he said, is through 
treaties, which ‘“‘reduce the sov- 
ereign power on the other side.” 

Three hours and 41 minutes aft-

Local Government 


Needs a Boost, Too 


Bowing to the inevitable, the City of 
Philadelphia has hired a lobbying firm 
to represent its interests in Washington. 

Philadelphia merely faced facts. At 
a time when municipalities are pressed 
harder and harder to find tax revenues, 
competition for federal handouts makes it 
practical. 

The incident, of course, again brings 
to mind President Eisenhower's challenge 
to the nation’s governors either to face 
the problems of urbanization in their 
states or face the prospect of continued 
pressures on Washington for help. 


One of the biggest complaints of states 
about Washington is that it has become a 
gigantic tax collector to finance functions 
the states should be left to do themselves. 
Govemnors argue that the federal govern- 
ment has dried up the tax sources and that 
if some of them were returned to the 
states they could do the job cheaper and 
with less intervention from federal bu- 
reaucracy. 


The argument loses some weight in 
light of the fact that the states brought 
it on themselves by relying on the “rich 
uncle” in Washington to relieve them of 
their problems. It also disregards the 
knowledge that a few of the wealthy 
states bear the overwhelming part of the 
load in financing services of the federal 
government in all of them. 


But the cities have still another prob- 
lem in that both state and federal govern- 
ments have tapped most available tills for 
taxes. Most of them are restricted, as is 
the case of Atlanta, in the type of taxes 
they can levy. As their costs go up, a 
heavier and heavier burden is placed on 
real estate—home owners’ and business 
properties. And there is a limit which 
these can stand. 


Atlanta bears 21.5 per cent of the state 
tax burden. It receives less than 5 per cent 
of this money back in state services. 

So if anything comes of proposed fed- 
eral-state studies to leave certain tax 
sources to states provided they accept 
responsibility for financing needed serv- 
ices, another step also must be taken. A 
companion study between state and lo- 
cal governments looking toward the same 
ends most certainly will be in order. 


If the states and local communities 
genuinely want to recapture their self-re- 
liance and home fule, they can do it. It 
would be difficult to discard old habits, 
hut if states, counties and cities stop try- 
ing to pass the buck to escape levying 
locally unpopular taxes, the tendency for 
greater centralization of power in Wash- 
ington can be checked.

Georgia Highway Toll 


The State Patrol thanks the drivers 
but the entire population of Georgia is 
grateful to the patrol and other law en- 
forcement officials for the lowest Fourth 
of July traffic toll in 17 years. It is grati- 
fying indeed that only four were killed on 
the state’s roads during the long week- 
end. 


Why cannot such a record become a-° 


matter of course instead of the exception? 
What better objective could each of us 
have than to stop this senseless killing? 


Knowledge that the patrol would be 
out in full force no doubt proved a deter- 
rent to reckless driving. Motorists adopted 
an attitude of caution. This proves without 
doubt that effective patrolling of the roads 
does breed respect for traffic laws. 

Highway safety rapidly is becoming— 
if it is not that already—the No. 1 na- 
tional problem. It should be a major con- 
cern of all state governments. The people 
themselves are in a mood to support all 
measures necessary to assure they will not 
be among the 40,000 who will die on the 
roads in an average year. 


Law enforcement, where applied vig- 
orously and without favor, has proved the 
best preventive measure. Georgians should 
not be satisfied until every day and every 
weekend produces a safety record similar 
to this Fourth of July experience. Further 
additions to the State Patrol is a funda- 
mental in bringing it about.

State’s Farmers Advance 
In the Income Picture 


Georgia’s farmers have made consid- 
erable gains in income during the past 
five years, but their average net income 
is still twelfth from the bottom among all 
states. Last year, according to U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce figures, the 
amount per farm was $1,719. 3 

The figure is $696 less than the na- 
tional average and takes in the large 
number of marginal farms which still ex- 
ist in the state. Averages throughout the 
region follow much the same pattern, with 
Alabama, Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Tennessee being considerably lower than 


Georgia. Florida and North Carolina were 
among the highest. 


It is significant, however, that net in- 
come on Georgia farms has increased by 
$500 in the past eight years. The na- 
tional gain during the same period was 
only $26. This speaks well for the state's 
agriculture and for individual farmers. 
It indicates a revolution in farming prac- 
tices and methods which has reduced the 
spread of income between Georgia farm- 
ers and those of the nation at a rapid rate. 


Georgia agriculture is in a period of 
change and from all indications it is for 
the better.

Property of the Nation 


Dedication of the Truman Library in 
Independence, Mo., Saturday marked a 
real and lasting contribution—one of 
many—by the man whose stature will 
grow through the years. The more than 
three million documents and mementos 
will provide posterity with a continuous 
insight into eight of the most turbulent 
years of American history. 

Harry Truman was and is a man of 
decision. He was not always right but 
he had the courage to initiate bold new 
policies, especially in the field of foreign 
affairs, which rallied the free people of 
the world to meet the menace of com- 
munism. 

In contrast to the ceremony at In- 
dependence, where Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, former President Herbert Hoover 
and many other notables of both parties 
joined in tribute to a great American, 
is the sorry spectacle in the Soviet Union.

He 
remains a fighter for his principles and 
beliefs and is respected—not accused of 
crimes—for all those qualities which 
have made this nation great.

Molotov the Mighty Falls, 
A Victim of His Own ‘Nyets’ 


The Russian shakeup is one of the great historic events of 
our tirnes It is also a human drama, and nothing in it is more 
dramatic than the fall of Vyacheslav Molotov. For 40 years 
his impassive, icy face and figure have been a symbol of the 
machine-like strength of Russia in world affairs. 


His capacity for survival from 
Lenin through Stalin until today 
was duplicated by his fellow-vic- 
tim, Lazar Kaganovich, but the 
latter: was not known abroad. 

The revolution devoured.son aft- 
er son, but not Molotov. He fought 
fascism during the Popular Front 
period of the °30s — and then 
negotiated the deal with Hitler and 
Ribbentrop on Stalin’s behalf 
which made communism an ally 
of nazism. Later in the war he 
was the representative of Russia 
as an ally of the democracies, and 
still later he was Stalin’s chief 
delegate at all the postwar peace 
conferences and the meetings that 
created the United Nations. 

He, even better than Vishinsky, 
symbolized the obstructive and de- 
structive tactics of the cold war. 
At these conferences he was the 
despair of the democratic delega- 


tions, for he just about always 
said, ‘‘No!’’ — when he said any- 
thing. 


No one in all those years ever 
dreamed of considering Molotov to 
be anything but highly intelligent, 
astute and dangerous. He had fol- 
lowed the shifts in Russian policy 
with consummate skill and with a 
complete lack of moral or even 
ideological principles. 

Yet today he has fallen, He has 
found it impossible, since Stalin's 
death, to adjust himself to policies 
different from those he had fol- 
lowed for so many years. In all 
the shifts and turns of Communist 
tactics during Molotov'’s amazing 
40 years there had been a con- 
sistency. There still is, Russian 
strategy has never changed. If 
Molotov is out of step now it is 
because he quarrels with the tac- 
tical evolutions that Khrushchev 
and his supporters are now follow- 


ing. ‘oe 
It could also be a simple clash 


of personalities. Perhaps Vyache- 
slav Molotov is up against a char- 
acter in Nikita Khrushchev who 
cannot get along with him. Per- 
haps he thought himself invincible 
after all this time. Perhaps he 
really believed ‘that the rigid, 
stern, isolationist foreign policies 
of Stalin were the only right ones. 


There would be a certain irony 
in Vyacheslav Molotov at last 
standing up for some principles— 
however bad they may be — and 
being destroyed for doing so. He 
never seemed human in these 40 
years, but when the mighty fall 
we are always reminded that they, 
too, are only men.

The low-fat diet is becoming) 
more popular because of recent | 
publicity on fat as one of the 
causes of hardening of the arter- 
jes, This diet has some merit 
but, on the basis of current infor- 
mation, the problem of the die- 
tary aspects of arteriosclerosis is 
far from settled. My suggestion 
is not to go off the deep end by 
making drastic changes in your 
eating habits. 

Most of the evidence incrimi- 
nates fats at this moment. But 
many of the reported results are 
too sensational. Various foods 
have been condemned without 
sufficient proof. Many. industrial 
toes have been stepped on and 
when financial interests are in- 
volved, we can expect fireworks 
galore. 

The cholesterol concept ap- 
peared several years ago when 
scientists produced arterioscle- 
rosis in laboratory animals by 
feeding them large amounts of 


this fatty substance. This was | 
important research, because | 
hardening of the arteries is re- 


sponsible for 25 per cent of all 
deaths and is the underlying 
cause of coronary thrombosis 
and angina pectoris. 

This was followed by the ob- 
servation that individuals recov- 
ering from heart attacks had! 
more -cholestero] in their blood | 
than did those who were free of| 
cardiac disease. Were these in-| 
dividuals eating too much fat? | 
This question is difficult to an-| 
swer because statistics along this 
line are not easy to obtain. |

use of fat in the diet. Half of 
this increase has come from 
fats and oils, including bacon, 
salt pork and butter; the other 
half from eggs, meat, poultry 
and fish. 

Studies also showed that after 
Finns and Narwegians were 
starving during World War II, 
the incidence of heart disease 
dropped considerably within the 
next two years. Arteriosclerosis | 
is net common in Italians, Japa-| 
nese and the Bantus, who con-| 
sume little fat in their meals. | 
Furthermore, a low-fat diet re-| 
duced the amount of cholesterol 
and other fatty molecules in the 
blood. 

But the latest information along 
this line is that it is not the quan- 
tify of the fat but the type that is 
important. |

Homesick for 
Barbecue Sauce 


Now if I had just owned a meat packing house and a hickory 
forest I'd be all set! 

Recipes for real Georgia barbecue—some of them new recipes 
torn out of our newspaper within the last year, some of them 
old recipes handed down from father to son—have been pouring 
in since the Fourth of July when I asked for some in behalf of an 
ex-patriate Georgian. 

This wandering barbecue enthusiast, a former Columbus news- 
paperman named James Friedman, wrote in from, Allentown, Pa.., 
asking for the word on making ‘‘the genuine barbecue as only 
Georgians can make it.”’ 


Miss Mary L. Bradford, who formerly served as principal 
of the Fifth Avenue School in Decatur and is now teaching mathe. 
matics in Oglethorpe County High School, was one of the first to 
come to Mr. Friedman's aid. 


“My dad was quite a barbecue cook in his earlier days,” 
wrote Miss Bradford. (Her father is now & years old.) “He 
never commercialized his products but we were always glad to 
share our talents and recipes with others. My youngest brother 
is visiting us now and he and I are to cook a barbecue, Georgia 
style, tomorrow. Ralph has graciously given me a copy of his 
recipe for barbecue sauce (the one Dad used for half a century) 
and I am sending a copy on to Mr. Friedman in Pennsylvania 
and one to you, in case another friend of yours might be in- 
terested.”’ 

Here’s the Bradford recipe: 1 quart vinegar, 1 stick butter 
(44 pound), 1 tablespoon salt, 2 tablespoons dry mustard, 4 table- 
spoons ground black pepper, % teaspoon ground red pepper, juice 
from 4% lemon. Place vinegar in a saucepan over low heat. Just 
before the vinegar reaches the boiling point add butter and let it 
melt. Then stir in other ingredients and mix thoroughly. Heat 
to boiling point but DO NOT BOIL! 

Miss Bradford doesn’t say but I expect you just gently lave 
your pork in this fragrant mixture and cook it slowly for hours 
and hours until the meat is thoroughly done and the neighbors 
are standing on your front steps begging to come in. 


There are other recipes but I'll leave them to Mr. Friedman— 
except for this one which may make him so homesick for things 
other than barbecue that he’ll come on back to Georgia and forget 
his plan of introducing Pennsylvanians to good barbecue. 


Bernard G. Ferrey, an adopted Georgian who traveled widely 
before he finally returned to Douglasville and settled down in the 
tourist court business, has a favorite sauce.

All pairs reached a contract of 
three no trump. South, having 17 
points in high cards, and a bal- 
auced hand, with protection in all 
sults, opened with one no trump. 
North, with 10 points, had more 
than enough for a direct raise to 
g ime. A few players; in considera- 
tion of the four card heart and 
spade holding, checked for majors, 
and then returned to three no 
trump. 

The six of clubs was invariably 
opened, and won with the nine in 
dummy. At this point, amost every 
South player returned to his hand 
with a spade to lead the jack of 
aiamonds. East won with the queen 
and returned a club to establish 
the suit while West had the ace of 
diamonds. Declarer was thus held 
to seven tricks, 

One declarer made a somewhat 
better effort; on winning with the 
nine of clubs he played the king 
of diamonds. Had West taken this, 
declarer would have been home to 
glory. But West held up and de- 
clarer could win at best eight 
tricks, 

One declarer succeeded in bring- 
ing in the hand by means of a sim- 
mle ruse. An immediate lead of the 
five of diamonds from dummy ac- 
complished the result. East, un- 
aware at this stage of what was 
going on, played second hand low 


and declarer played the nine. 

If West took the trick, the clubs 
would be shut out, so he ducked. 
Declarer led another diamond and 
knowing West did not have the 
queen, went up with the king in 
dummy with gratifying effect. 

Deciarer had reasoned that if 
West had the queen of diamonds, 
where it could be finessed, the con- 
tract was safe even with the loss 
of two diamond tricks, for West 
could not attack clubs.

But he 
shakes my arms in their shoulder sockets when 
he strikes and almost pulls me overboard a 
couple of times. I outfight and play him down 
in a magnificent battle, to make the final tag 
with a landing net as big as a cotton basket. 
For that I get everyone's plaudits, including my 
own. In fact, I'm the first to congratulate my- 
self. 

But even with its inconsistencies, catching a 
fish does have some measure of compensation. 
Pete Lumpkin, one of my fishing friends, 
summed it up much better than I could when 
he told me, “I caught an 11-pound bass the 
other day, and it brought me more good will 
than 30 years as an honest dealer in the lumber 
business.”

Puerto Rico Wants 
No Dixie Runaways

Pre-occupied as we are with “facts” in this country, 
we all too often lose sight of the degree to which their 
evaluation is subject to our point of view. 

Such mental lapses can play havoe with understanding. 

When this happens, anger sabotages reason and discussion 
degenerates into name-calling. 

Evidence of such results is not hard to find 
in most human activity—and this is especially 
true when it involves our pocketbooks. 

Consider the field of industrial development. 

Just a few years ago Americans in New Eng- 
rose in great agitation to berate Americans in 
Dixie for ‘‘raiding’’ their industrial fortress. 

The ‘South responded with even less flatter- 
ing comments. 


Later, when the fundamental reasons for 
this industrial migration were brought to light 
alongside indications that both areas reaped 
benefits from the change, the conflict dissolved.

It could have been avoided to start with. 

This seems to be the aim of another area now going all out 
to win new branch plants of manufacturing firms located in 
Georgia and eight other Southern states. 

The Commonwealth of Puerto Rico this week is establishing 
an office in Miami to work with Dixie firms interested in build- 
ing plants on its Caribbean shores. 

The island nation’s ‘Operation Bootstrap’? program for in- 
dustrial development is built on a 10-year tax free tenure, with 
such added inducements as lower labor costs, governmental co- 
operation, etc. 

These sound pretty much like the “unfair” Jures the South 
was accused of employing in its New England ‘raids.’ 


But Puerto Rico, in order to spare itself the wrath of political 
condemnation that might otherwise spread from Georgia to Texas, 
is playing up an important consideration. 

No “runaway” plants, it declares, will be given any tax con- 
cession benefits. 


A Puerto Rican official in Miami said, ‘‘We will turn down all 
Southern manufacturers who seek to relocate in Puerto Rico. Only 
companies planning genuine expansions or brand-new products 
need apply ... for tax exemption and other bootstrap benefits.”’ 


Georgia’s Status Depends on Viewpoint 


It may come as a shock to some Georgians that others view 
this and nearby states as sources of new industrial revenue. 

After all, it can be reasoned, this area’s industrial economy 
has a long way to go—and besides, we're still spending a lot of 
time and money to convince Northern manufacturers that they 
should build branch plants in Georgia. 


But from the Puerto Rican point of view Georgia is truly an 
industrial power, for less than 4 per cent of our labor force is 
unemployed, compared to 15 per cent without jobs there. 


The island nation also reasons that its industrialization will 

* benefit Dixie by giving it a bigger market to serve. Already, it 

asserts, some 20,000 Southern workers owe their jobs to the fact 
that they make products for its market. 


Moving Nearer the Latin American Market 


A number of Georgia firms apparently are interested in the 
possibility of putting branch operations nearer the Latin American 
market—though there is no doubt that Georgia needs and would 
like to keep as much plant expansion as it can get at home. 


The Puerto Rican official estimated that four or five of the | 


28 Southern-owned plants built in his country since its development 
program started 10 years ago are branches of Georgia firms. 


And this state accounts for roughly 35 of the 148 Dixie manu- 
facturers now showing interest in Puerto Rican branches, he 
added, the bulk of them in textiles, apparel and food processing.
